Futuristic novels and fiction 
magazines often have pictured a 
world ruled by robots, but Dr. 
William F. Ogburn of tho Uni- 
versity of Chicago beliaves the 
world already is under the power 

of the machines it has invented. 
He explained the theory re- 


cently in an address to a. joint 
meeting of several Pittsburgh 
organizations. 


Machines, he sald, are causing cen- 
tralization of government at Washing- 
ton.. Rapid transportation and com- 
munication are the reasons. 


“Automobiles have done more to 
break down states! rights than the 
Civil War,” Dr, Ogburn sald, “and 
there has been a spiritual breakdown 
of county government all over the 
country.” 

Another {nfluence of machinery 1s 
seen by Dr. Ogburn In character, of 
national’ government. He said that 
various Industrial and special interest 
Hroups are sending representatives 
to the ‘third house’ (lobbyists), 
which eventually will lend to weaken- 
ing of legislative government and 
strengthening of administrative 
government, 

“The character of the home has 
been completely changed In the past 
half century,” he sald. “Formerly, 90 
per cent. of all the family needs 
were produced in the houschold, but 
steam power has changed that, It is 
mere cconomical to manufacture 
articles In fuctorics. 

“Now, the home ds {tittle more than 
n parking place, After, it is nothing 
more thon a few rooms over a

Canton, Feb. 9. 


The alr raid alarm sounded shortly 
after 0 o'clock this morning, pnd later 
several explosions of bombs were

No planes were sighted, due to the 
dull weather conditions, but the roar 
of engines was audible.

Japanese planes participated in this 
morning's rnid, dropping a number of 
bombs at Shekpal, apparently alming 
nt the Kowloon-Canton railway, 
The damage hog not yet been as- 
certained.— Reuter.

Canton, Feb, 9, 
Japanese alr raiders resumed their

Japanese planes sighted over Tong- 
kawan proceeded up the river and 
reached Shiuhing on the upper reach 
of the West River by 9 o'clock, They 
dropped several bombs near the city 
and departed. towards Shamshul and 
Sainam, big commercial towns along:

Canton, eb. 9. 

Japanese planes) bombed Shek- 
lung and Cheungmuktau on the 
Canton-Kowloon Railway oat 8.30 
am. to-day.

Earlier Raids. 


Canton, Feb. 9. 
Canton was shnken by the explo- 
sion of bombs dropped by Japanese 
planes on Saichuen, Shekwaitong on 
the west and Shekpai and Chepei in 
the cast yesterday afternoon, 


Eleven bombers toolc part in the 
ralds, Some of the planes attempted 
to come Into the city, but the antl- 
aircraft guns kept them away. After 
bombing the outskirts of the city, the 
ralding craft bombed Namkong on 
the Canton-Kowloon Railway, Shiu- 
tong on the Canton-Samshul Railway 
and Loktung on the Canton-Hankow 
Railway. 


It is reporied that sixty Japancsc 
warplanes are operating in South 
China, Forty of. them are on board 
seaplane carricrs, ten are located in 
the alr ficld on Hopao Island, and 
ten are on the Manshan Island west 
of tho Pearl River delta, Four Ja- 
Pancec transports have been sighted 
off these two Islands, landing bombs, 
motor of] and provisions. 


Chinese papers stated that forelgmn 
residents here will continue to use 
the Canton-Kowloon highway in 
view of the suspension of the water 
traMlc and that no notice will be 
glven to the Japancse alr force zot 
to bomb the highway when foreign.

A.number of our 
erew had refused to go to Japan, and 
we had to sign-on many new hands. 
At 10.30 am. we cleared Lyemun 
puss, rounded the Ninepin 
and entered the war zone = proper. 
No longer were we under the pro- 
tective wing of impregnable Hong- 
kong, Gibraltar of the East. , We 
were inside the China coust blockade, 
and every blur on the horizon might 
be a warship. As, a precautionary 
measure our. vessel was plastered

new Red Ensign-at the gaff end.

Another mistake which one hears

“Replying to 2 question as to the basis of the persistent 
rumour that he had brought back from Japan four new 
peace conditions, Mr. Hsu Shih-ying, Chinese Ambassador 


to Tokyo, 


addressing’ the foreign press, 


declared: 


“The rumour is entirely groundless. Since Tokyo refuses 
to recognise the National Government as a legal entity 
it cannot make representations through the representative 


of this Government. 


“Tven if any terms had been

“Neither would the Japanese ap- 
proach me, ns I have alwoys told 
them that I believed China must 
resist to the end,” Mr, Hsu declared, 

Mr, Hsu sald it was his Impression 
that the Jnpnnese army, after the 
occupation of the: Ticntsin-Pulkow 
railway, would pause to consolidate 
its position and then attack Hankow, 
China's political centre. 

Japan's agKression had been 
planned in three stages, he went on. 
First came military conquest, second- 
ly, establishment of puppet regimes, 
and thirdly, economle consolidation, 
gn example of which was Japan’s 
new reserve bank in, North China. 

The Japanese authoritics, under 
pressure from people who desired 
peace, had approached China, bu! 
with terms equivalent to subjection, 
Therefore China refused them, pre- 
clpitating the Imperial Japanese 
Conference and.the decision not to 
recognise the Central Government. 


Mediation Failed 


Mr. Hsu declared that the German 
Ambassadors at Hankow and Tokyo 
had very energetically tried to 
mediate, They had failed because 
the Jnpanese terms were not a¢- 
ceptable to China, But their efforts 
were highly appreciated. ¥ 


The anese people were asking 
three questions regarding the war, 
he went on. The t was: “Why 
do we fight Chin To this the 
‘Government replicd: “The Chinese 
Government ig anti-Japancse and 
pro-Communist.” But this answer 
was not satisfactory. 

The second question was: “What 
is the aim of the China expedition Jf 
it hag.no territorial or administrative 
ambitions?” The Government was 
unable to clarify the position in this 
direction, cither, Mr, Hsu sald. 


How Long Will It Last? 


The . third question was: “How 
long will the war Inst?" The Japan- 
ese people are tlred, impatient and 
irritated as a result of the repcated 
fulse assurances that hostilities are 
of a local nature and will be quickly 
terminated, 7 " 

When the Japanese told him’ that 
the war was likely to weaken both 
China and Japon and_ thercforo 
should be stopped, he had answered: 
““More-thian—thati—It-!s —llkely—to 
destroy both nations But the 
initiative for pence lics with Japan, 
and she must terminate her agere: 
Jon. wt 

He told of cases where Chinese 
residents hud been tortured to death 
In Japan in attempts to make them 
contribute to war funds. Others had 
been driven to suicide, But on the 
other hand, many Japanese “Liberals” 
had visited the Chinese Embnssy and 
secretly contributed to China’s war 
chest, he nsserted.—United Press, 


Incident No Accident 


Hankow, Feb. 10. 

“E have not brought back with me 
from Tokyo any peace propositls from 
the Japanese Government, and even 
if the Japanese Government had 
made such a request I would have 

ined,” declared Mr, Hsu Shih- 
ying, Chinese Ambassador to' Tokyo, 
in on interview with foreign press- 
men yesterday, : 

Though in ill-health, the Ambus~ 
sador, ‘who was recently recalled 
following the Japanese Government's 
declaration on January 16 refusing to 
deal with the Chinese Government, 
is every inch n fighter, and during 
the Interview frequently referred to 
himself as ‘an incurable optimist", 
“unboundable in spirit," and “abvays 
fn staunch supposter of a policy of 
resistance against Japan.” 

Mr, Hsu Shih-ying declared that 
in an Interview with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek he had discovered 
the Gencralissimo to be another “In- 
curable optimist,” und both Chitng 
Kai-shek and himself had not been 
cured: of thelr determination to con- 
tinue resistance against Japnn. 

The Ambassidor stated that the 
so-cailed China Incident was not ace 
cidental, but premeditated, being the 
reault of years of careful planning. 
Japanese military nuthorities have a 
complete say in the policy of the 
Japanese Government, After the 
evacuntion of Nanking, the ambitions 
of the Japanese militarists Incrensed, 
and when the Japanese succeed in 
clearing the Ticntsin-Pulcow railway

BOATMAN’S 
SENTENCE 
REDUCED 


Magistrate Influenced 
.By Error In Evidence. 


A mistake in the number of pre- 
vious convictions ‘was the chicf 
ground for the granting of an appeal 
for reduction of sentence by. the 
Chiet Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor 
at the Supreme Court this morning. 

Appellant was Leung Kam-tal, 
master of Class 11 bont No. 1206V, 
and he appealed for a reduction of 
sentence of two months’ imprison- 
ment {mposed on him by the Hon. 
Comdr, G. F. Hole at the Marine 
Court on January 24 for making fast 
to the mv. Chile off the railway plier. 

Representing, appellant ‘on the Ine 
structions of Mr. F. I. Zimmern, the 
Hon. Mr. Leo D*Almada, Jnr., sald 
his client was convicted for an 
offence astainst, the Merchant Ship- 
ping Ordinance, which provided a 
maximum penalty of $50 or two 
months’ imprisonment. Appellant 
plended guilty to the charge and was 
given the moximum.sentence with-: 
out the option of a fine. 

When notice of appeal, continued 
Counsel, was first filed the chict 
ground was that the sentence was 
manifestly excessive, but since then 
certain. facts had come to light which 
showed that the Magistrate had made 
a mistake in regard to his client's 
pnst record, a mistake which un- 
fortunately was contributed to to 
some extent by appellant himself 
who admitted five previous convic- 
tions. In consequence of this revela- 
tion, a mistake in the number of 
convictions now formed the main 
reason for the appeal. - 

NLY TWO CONVICTIONS 

In point of fact, appellant had 
been previously convicted on only 
two occasions, although his licence 
showed there were five, Three of 
them, however, were in respect of his 
wife who sometimes had charge of 
the boat. According to the convic- 
-tlons-registered--on—the—licence,-one 
of them referred to an offence com~ 
mitted by appellant's wife as recent- 
ly os January 5, and this fact, 
Counsel suggested, must have in- 
fluenced the Magistrate's declston In- 
to Imposing the maximum penalty. 
Apparently, the Mngistrate thought 
this conviction was recorded agninst 
appellant, . 

Continuing, Counse] submitted that 
in any ense the number of previous 
convictions did. not justify the 
magistrate’s decision as the offences 
were all statutory and same. It was 
elenr, however, that the Magistrate's 
decision was influenced’ by appel- 
lant’s record for of the two persons 
charged with him at the same time 
one of them was fined only $40 or 
six weelcs’ hard labour.’ ‘ ‘ 

Mr. D'Almada further contended 
that the sentence was manifestly ex- 
cessive as an offence of that sort 
was a statutory one and Involved no 
danger cither.to himself or the vessel. 
The Magistrate was not entitled to 
impose the maximum penalty even 
though there were previous convic- 
tlons, unless u warning of more 
severe punishment in future had 
been given before, 

CROWN'S ARGUMENT 

Replying for the Crown, Mr. E, H. 
Willlams, Assistant Attorney-General, 
sald that while he was.in agreement 
with the first ground for appeal he 
would Hike to point out that the 
convictions on the Heence were re- 
corded under the7same name. Ap- 
pellant himself admitted all these 
offences when asked by the Magls- 
trate, 7 : 

An regards the: severity of the 
sentence, Counsel submitted the 
Magistrate was entitled to take into 
considcration the previous convictions 
in imposing the penalty. Further, 
there was a considerable increase In 
such offences during the month of 
January ond when appellant himself 
admiticd five. previous convictions, 
the Magistrate was justified in pass~- 
ing the maximum sentence as a 
warning to others. Under the clr- 
cumstances there wags no roason why 
the Court should Interfere with the 
sentence, 

Allowing the nppcal, Hs Lordship 
sald ‘there was no doubt whatever 
the Magistrate would not have passed 
the sentence which he had In fact 
Imposed had he been aware of the 
fact that appellant had only two 
provious convictions and not five. As 
regards the second jfround, there was 
a long line of eases which clearly 
showed that the maximum pennity 
would not be imposed on a person 
for committing the same offence

the night of June 2, 1937, and follow~ | - 


ing the theft o report wus made to 
the Police with a detailed description 
of it. A notice to this effect was 
served {n the usual way on all pawn~ 
shops on June 4, and 24 days lnter 
the ring was pledged at the Tal Fung 
pown-brokers, 271 _ Queen's Road 
Central, for $100 plus $5 interest. 
The thleg, Lo Wah-so, was arrested 
und convicted at, the November 
Sessions, 


Counscl cmphasiscd that although 
the pawn-broker was willing to re- 
turn the ring, there must have been 
carelessness on his part in view of 
the notice, and‘ asked His Lordship tu 
take this into consideration when the 
question of payment arose. 


After Hau  Tai-san, Constable 
C216, had given evidence of having 
served the notice, a representative of 
the pawn-shop was asked if he had 
anything to'say. He had not. 


Ordering the ring to be returned 
to the owner, His Lordship suid the 
application was the first of its kind 
brought before him since his four 
yeurs' office in the Colony. A notl- 
fication of the theft benring a detail- 
ed description of the missing ring 
had been circulated by the Police, 
but for rensons best known to them- 
selves, the pawn-brokers had chosen 
to disregard the warning. Further, 
the fact that the pledge was for $100 
clearly Indicated that there must 
have been more than a cursory ¢cx- 
amination, and. under the. . circums- 
tances the ring must be delivered 
ay to the owner without any pay-

This .alliance had stabilised the 
situation in‘the Far East for twenty 
years.

They should stand firmly together for mutual

The bulwark of that defence is the new Bri- 
tish naval base at Singapore. There is no reason 
whatever why Singapore should be considered as 
n threat to Japan. It is as far from the Japanese 
base nt Kobe as Gibraltar is from Boston, and no 
one has yet been foolish enough to claim that 
Gibraltar is a menace to America. 

I ENDORSE the remarks, recently made 

, by Sir Francis Lindley when he stress- 
ed how important it is that we should keep out of 
the present Sino-Japanese dispute. 


At the present time it is easy to'be led away’ 


from hard facts by our own,natural sympathy for 
innocent sufferers. 


But there are two sides to every question, 
and it must not be forgotten that China has been 
irritating Japan for many years by a variety of 
incidents, such'as unprovoked attacks upon small

When the present warfare is over it [s 
therefore probable that solidarity will arise be- 
tween China and Japan, particularly in their 
foroign politics. If so the cry of “Asia for the 
Asiatics” will grow more and more vehement. 


And in addition there must be naval and mili- 
tary co-operation between Britain, France, with 
her vast Indo-China - interests,, America with 
the Philippines, and the Netherlands, with her 
Indies. 

When that is achieved no pan-Asiatic Power 
will dare challenge the Far Eastern rights of
